completion of state road 26, from 
Miami to Lake, Okeechobee, until 
the Florida State Highway de- 
partment submits definite program 
plans and lets the necessary coñ- 
tracts, bureau officials here said 
today. The Dade county portion 
of the road has been finished, but 
plans for a large stretch of the 
highway through Broward county 
to the lake are still in the hands 
of the’ state highway department 
as far as bureau officials have been 
advised. : 
Approximately $1,000,000 of fed- 
eral aid money is due the state, 
but the Washington bureau cannot 
turn over government highway 
fundá to Florida until contracts 
have been let and vouchers for 
work actuzily done by the state 
have been submitted to and ap- 
proved by the federal bureau. 
Road 26 is being constructed 
with the aid of three separate 
federal. highway funds. public 
works highway fund, regular fed- 
eral aid'fund, and works progress 
highway fund under the $4,800,- 
000,000 relief act of 1935 
From the public works highway 
fund $115,544 is due the state for

The state of Florida is NOT on 
the map, topographically speak- 
ing. This startling-fact and many 
others of equal importance have 
een brought to light by Florida 
Mapping Project, one of the many 
WPA units which have been recom- 
mended and sponsored by the Flor- 
ida State Planging Board. 

Lest some readers become con- 
fused, it would be well to define a 
topographic map. “It is one which 
shows ‘the natural and artificial 
features of the earth's surface. The 
familiar wall maps show only dis- 
tance and direction; that is, they 
are "flat," regardless of the shape 
of the ground. Such maps, there- 
fore, show only two dimensions. 
Topographic maps, however, show 
three dimensions—direction, dis- 
tance, and elevation—and thùs 
give (We only accurate picture. of 
the true shape of the earth's sur- 
face. For this reason topographic 
maps are much more useful than 
the ordinary maps which show 
only two dimensions, but they can- 
not be made until the land has been 
accurately. surveyed.
